3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German 
(2,111 ,343). German discloses a flow controller including a main valve 14, a diaphragm 
12 or 15 that operate the main valve 14 and delimit a first gas chamber 16, a three way 
valve 22, with a gas pipe 23 that connects to an inlet area second gas chamber 7, and 
also connects to an outlet area third gas chamber 9, and a valve actuator 21 . 

It is noted that the information disclosure statement filed 1/20/2004 fails to 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the 
relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) 
most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is 
not in the English language. It is requested that Applicant either provide a translation of 
the German (2,1 1 1 ,343) reference, or a thorough explanation of the German 
(2,111 ,343) reference or a copy of a foreign search report listing the relevance of the 
German (2,111,343) reference in order to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(3). 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bianchi teaches the use of another flow controller with a three 
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way valve 10 that connects to an inlet, an outlet and a delimited auxiliary chamber, but 
discloses the use of a piston P and not a diaphragm valve as claimed.
